CHINESE REGISTRATION. 


Secretary of Treasury Gage Provides 


Rules for It. 


The manner in which the Chinese 


of the Hawaiian Islands are to be reg- 
istered as provided by law, is set forth 
In a pamphlet issued by Secretary of 
the Treasury Gage. It provides that 
all Chinese who were residents of 
Hawaii prior to June 14, 1900, are eli- 
gible for such registration. Deputies 
of the Internal Revenue Department 
will be sent to the various Islands 
and open offices where the applications 
can be filed. A positive assurance and 
certificate are to be rendered by each 
applicant that he was a resident of 
the Islands before the date named. 


No application will be received late,r 


than June 13, 1901. 
. Applications must be sent by depu- 
ties to the collector, who will issue 
the certificates of residence and re- 
1 turn them to the deputies for delivery 


•" In thetf respective divisions; 
' ' Every applicant •will be required to 


furnish two unmounted photographs of 
himself or herself securely pasted up- 
on the application.' 
.The affidavit of at least one credita- 


ble witness must be secured and at- 
tached to the application. 


Under the head of "Definitions" the 


instructions sar: 


All classes of skilled and unskilled 


manual laborers, including Chinese 
employed In mining fishing, huckster- 
ing, peddling, laundrymen, or those 
engaged in taking, drying or otherwise 
preserving shell or other fish for home 
consumption or exportation, shall be 
classed as laborers. A person to be 
exempted from the operation of the 
law as a merchant must be a person 
engaged in buying and selling mer- 
chandise at a fixed business 
which 


business is conducted in his name, 
and who, during the time he claims to 
be engaged as a merchant does not 
engage in the 
performance of 
any 


manual labor except such as is neces- 
sary in the conduct of his business 
as such merchant.

Merchants' Marine School on Saturday 
last to the effect that the site of the 
place where the wreck of the ship oc- 
curred has been ascertained to be that 
where the remains of the captain had 
been found. In other words, the place 
of the disaster is Judged to have been 
Seno uml, for It was there that 
the 
captain's remains were discovered by 
the fishermen of Shizu-ura, In the wa- 
ter and not, as previously reported, 
washed ashore. The Chuo's special cor- 
respondent sends an account of 
the 
story which these fishermen told 
him 


about the discovery of the corpse. Ac- 
cording to that account, it was in the 
afternoon of the day following the gale 
that those fishermen, numbering ten in 
all, went to the Seno-umi shoal for fish- 
ing, only to discover that the place was 
littered with broken spars and such 
like things, a few of which they picked , 
up.Soon one of the fishermen detected a 
corpse bobbing up close by the boat, 
and they thought that some big vessel 
must have been wrecked thereabouts. 
Anyhow they decided to lift the corpse 
up into their boat, and they proceeded 
to do so, according to an interesting 
custom faithfully adhered to by the 
fishermen living along the adjoining 
coast when they happen to come across 
a corpse at sea, "In Shlzu-ura," said 
one of the fishermen with whom the 
correspondent in question ha/d an in- 
terview, "In Shlzu-ura. It has been al- 
ways customary for the fishermen, when 
they meet with a human corpse at sea, 
to Lit it up carefully, and in accord- 
ance with a certain rite. One of the 
fishermen In a boat crawls 
into the 


hold, and another addresses the corpse 
in this way; "Can't you give us a good 
catch? If you do we'll lift you up and 
treat you very carefully." 
Then 
the 


man in the hold has to answer thus: 
"All right, 
I shall." This ceremony 


waa faithfully gone through by the ten 
fishermen above mentioned, and then 
they lifted up the corpse of an 
un- 


known gentleman, which they found 
to be dressed In foreign garment and 
that of a man of fine appearance. 


The fishermen searched the pockets 


for anything that give clue to the Iden- 
tity of the unknown dead, but 
there 
was nothing in them. The pious fisher- 
men were not deceived, for that night 
they got a splendid catch, and in the 
evening of the following day they re- 
turned to Shlzu-ura. with the corpse 
in their boat. They reported the mat- 
ter to the Village -jince, and the un- 
known remains were Interred with due 
ceremony on the 21st ult. Such was the 
account which those fishermen told the 
correspondent of the Chuo about
